Three teens 
stabbed near 
Carstairs 

One in critical condition

Three teens were stabbed at a rural property 10 kins 
south of Carstairs, early Sunday morning; one remains in 
critical condition. 

The three teens, all males, were taken to hospital, two 
with multiple stab wounds. Two of the victims have since 
been released. 

“This is not gang related, or race related,” said Sgt. 
O’Dwyer, Didsbury RCMP. 

RCMP are not releasing names or ages of the victims at 


this time. 

One victim is from Calgary and two, including the one 
in critical condition, are from Carstairs. 

“We will be releasing more information later this 
week," said Sgt. O’Dwyer. “This is a very serious case." 

Sgt. O’Dwyer would not say whether they had any sus¬ 
pects, but he did say a large group of teens Eire involved. 

“Yout h need to be wary of the situations they put them¬ 
selves in,” said Sgt. O’Dwyer. “If they don’t feel good 
about the situation or are uncomfortable they should 
leave."

answer is no," said Toews. “We have 
no plans to bring any bill forward." Thompson said 
decriminalizing marijuana possession would not be an 
effective way to fight crime. 

“I support that decision 100 per cent,” said Thompson. 
“I don’t think that we need to open up the Pandora’s Box 
by starting to do things that are against the will of our 
authorities, the police officers across the country who are 
opposed to that idea. 

“1 think when you start those kinds of measures, it’s a 
slippery slope. What’s next and how far does this go 
before it stops? I say stop it before it starts." 

For his part, Mills said he is “not convinced that mari¬ 
juana is not a lead-in dnig to others.’

“The fact that crystal meth is often put in with marijua¬ 
na to get people hooked,” said Mills. “I think we are send¬ 
ing the wrong message if we decriminalize it. I think as 
well that roadside testing is not possible, and 1 don’t want 
somebody coming down Highway 2 at me under the influ¬ 
ence. I support our party’s position and 1 think we can 
defend it." 

The Liberal government had put forward a bill that 
would have made possession of a small amount of mari¬ 
juana a non-criminal ticket offence. The bill died when 
the 2005-2006 federal election was called. 

RCMP detachments in central Alberta have been 
instructed not to comment on the matter of federal mari¬ 
juana possession laws. However, national RCMP 
spokesperson Const. Pat b'lood said the Mounties have no 
specific view on the issue. 

“The question of whether or not to decriminalize mari¬ 
juana possession is a matter for Parliament to decide, and 
we will enforce the laws that we have to enforce,” said 
Flood.

For his part, MP Thompson said he will be working 
with the Justice Minister to toughen up other Canadian 
drug laws, particularly when it comes to methampheta- 
mine and its production. 

“There’s got to be some things that have to happen,” 
said Thompson. “The industry of drug distribution is 
going on hot and heavy with the gang organizations 
throughout the country. Crystal meth is getting to be a 
serious problem, hurting and harming our kids, and I’m 
against anything that is going to do that. 

“We are looking at the seriousness of the drug offences 
in terms of distribution and profiting from these kinds of 
activities. That is what we really need to go after, stop 
making it so profitable. The slap on the wrist that every¬ 
one gets who is charged with these grow ops and these 
labs is ridiculous and it doesn’t signal much of a deter¬ 
rent.” 

MP Mills says he supports “toughening up some of our 
laws (regarding drugs). let's go after the sellers and push¬ 
ers." 

In other news, Thompson says he does not support 
calls for an immediate Parliamentary debate on the 
nation’s military commitment to Afghanistan. 

“The Taliban is the enemy of the western society. It has 
been well known as the next Fascist movement in the 
world and it has to be stopped before they get going 
again. Afghanistan is of course the place that is targeted 
to do that. It’s our enemy that we are fighting over there. 

“Of course we don’t like war, nobody likes war, but 
don’t forget what the mission of this Taliban has always 
been, and it’s not anything in favour of protecting our 
independence and our freedoms that we enjoy on this 
side of the world.” 

Meanwhile, Thompson says he is working on address¬ 
ing the issue of drugs in prisons. 

“It’s amazing the things I am finding out. To think for a 
moment that gangs can operate successfully out of our 
prisons is getting to be a pretty serious thing. I’ve got a lot 
more work to do in that area." 

Carstairs, 
Didsbury still 
looking at 
sharing services

According to the Town of Carstairs and Didsbury’s 
top administrators the sooner they can start to share 
services, the more beneficial it will be to taxpayers 
of the two communities. 

Carstairs’ Chief Administrative Officer (CAO) Carl 
McDonnell and Didsbury’s CAO Roy Brown have 
confirmed the two towns are still looking into what 
types of services they could share. 

Some things they have discussed sharing between 
not only the two municipalities, but also with 
Mountain View County are different pieces of equip¬ 
ment and machinery, as well as the possibility of 
some shared services. 

“We definitely want it to move ahead, we think it’s 
very, very positive and the taxpayer will get a lot bet¬ 
ter value for their tax dollar,” Brown said. “We have 
had meetings not only with Carstairs, but also the 
County about doing that... so for example we were 
talking about a flusher truck. Why should all of us 
buy a flusher t ruck when we really only need one for 
all of us?” 

An initiative which the Towns and the County are 
looking at is combining their Family and Community 
Support Services (FCSS). 

“We are still looking at areas that we can share. 
One of the areas we are looking at sharing regional 
wise is FCSS. It would be between the Towns of 
Carstairs, Didsbury, and the Village of Cremona," 
McDonnell said. 

Brown added that talks have been initiated with 
the County, as well, to see if it’s possible for them to 
come on board with this project. 

Didsbury and Carstairs are planning to meet in the 
near future to see what other types of services they 
could consider sharing. 

“We are moving ahead, we are looking at all 
options,” Brown said. “It’s cheaper (to share servic¬ 
es and equipment) and I think the bottom line is that 
the taxpayers will get more value for their dollar."

Speakers warn 
about impacts of 
CBM operations

A group of speakers painted a scary pic¬ 
ture as they told of being able to light your 
tap water on fire, cattle being killed 
because of contaiininants in the water 
and water wells going dry. 

Three Central Alberta residents, along 
with three Americans spoke about their 
concerns in regards to the production of 
coal bed methane during a meeting held 
at the Trochu Community Hall last week.

Andrew Nikiforuk, a Calgary-based 
journalist, who also owns lands near 
Pincher Creek (Porcupine Hills) was the 
master of ceremonies at last week's full 
house, and he held a very strong opinion 
against CBM wells. 

Nikiforuk told the crowd of mostly rural 
landowners that Albertans need to 
become aware of the damages that CBM 
production can do to land, water, and 
one’s health. 

He explained that in the United States 
there have been hundreds of thousands of 
CBM wells dug and put into production 
with some having up to t>4 wells per sec¬ 
tion. The areas in the United States, he 
says, are considered “sacrifice zones.” 

“I am not prepared or willing to let the 
Porcupine Hills area become a sacrifice 
zone,” he said. 

Nikiforuk went on to explain that he, 
and the other speakers, believe that CBM 
is damaging and ruining rural residents’ 
water supplies. 

He explained that in the Beisker and 
Rosebud areas there have l>een over 50 
people who have had their wells impacted

due to CBM production. 

Nikiforuk said that four years ago the 
Americans were brought up to discuss the 
problems they have had with CBM and 
since then no improvements have been 
made in Alberta. 

“Here we are four years later after the 
Americans said it’s not worth it (drilling 
CBM wells) and we are doing it now, and 
it’s expected that there will be more and 
more wells drilled in the years to come,” 
Nikiforuk said.

US, and the noise from these operations is 
so out of control that farmers are going 
out in the middle of the night and shooting 
at the compressors so that they can sleep, 
and it’s forcing others to move off their 
land and abandon their properties. 

“Noise Ls now the number one com¬ 
plaint we are hearing from the large com¬ 
pressor heads to the heavy traffic and 
dust,” she said. 

One of the major concerns that Lachelt 
and her organization have is fraeu..ing. 

Hydraulic fracturing is the injection of 
fluids at very high pressures into the sub¬ 
surface, to fracture the geological forma¬ 
tions. The reason for this is to loosen up 
the ground to allow the trapped gas to 
flow more easily to the production wells 
and bring it to the surface. 

According to Lachelt the fluids which 
are injected into the ground, at least in the 
US, are very toxic and in her opinion, 
could pose some very serious health risks 
to families who live nearby 

One of the most commonly used fluids 
is diesel fuel.

Concerning “Don’t worry, be healthy” 


‘New Speak’ (often mistakenly called ‘double speak’) is a 
fictional language in George Orwell's novel Nineteen Eighty- 
Four. Orwell included an essay about it in the form of an 
Appendix after the end of the novel, in which the basic prin¬ 
ciples of the language are explained. 

The basic idea behind Newspeak was to remove all shades 
of meaning from language, leaving simple dichotomies 
(pleasure and pain, happiness and sadness, good thoughts 
and thought crimes). The ultimate aim of Newspeak was to 
reduce even the dichotomies to a single word that was a 
"yes" of some sort: an obedient word with which everyone 
answered affirmatively to what was asked of them. In addi¬ 
tion, words with opposite meanings were removed as redun¬ 
dant. For example, good versus bad becomes good and 
‘ungood’. 

Dan Singleton’s article on Premier Klein's ‘Third Way’ 
health-care proposals provides a superb example of 
newspeak in the form of a quote by MLA Luke Ouellette, 
Minister of Restructuring, commenting upon the question 
posed, "if Albertans who can’t afford to pay for services will 
receive second-rate care." Mr. Ouellete’s response is 
newspeak in action. 

According to the article, Mr. Ouellette, the Minister of 
Restructuring, responded by restructuring his response from 
a probable ‘you betcha!’ to "Absolutely not. If people have 
more money will they get better care." (sic) 

[Deciphering the transposed words, I take it the quote was 
meant to read "Absolutely not. If people have more money 
they will get better care ") 

So we have - ‘Absolutely yes. If people have less money 
they will get less care’; or alternatively, ‘Absolutely not. If 
people have more money they will get more care'; or, alterna¬ 


tively, why not keep it simple and just respond ‘Yes’ in the 
newspeak form of "Absolutely Not!" 

Given the newspeaking of oldspeak (aka - English) by 
removing the opposites themselves, how are readers to inter¬ 
pret newspeaked Accounting that concludes that funding 
universal healthcare is "unsustainable" under economic con¬ 
ditions whereby Alberta has a budget undeficit and is in 
undebt? With newaccounting, credits become undebits so 
rather than double entry bookkeeping we have single entry 
bookkeeping. 

Without the opposites there is no (TYial) Balancing any¬ 
thing. It is ironic on the surface of things, but in depth our 
entire system of valid economic reporting relies upon the 
opposites retaining their integrity. In other words, call a 
spade a spade, a debit a debit and a credit a credit. If we 
don't do so, we have Newspeak unnumbers - not a Budget 
that is actually useful and informative. Using Newspeaked 
Accounting, government economists are attempting to con¬ 
vince us that social programs cost more than - unsocial pro¬ 
grams. 

Does anyone out there know what a unsocial program is? 
Whatever social programs are, they are ungood and pro¬ 
grams that are unsocial are plusgood. I’m not exactly sure 
where the program we call ‘government’ falls. It’s either dou¬ 
bleungood or doubleplusgood being either social or unsocial. 

It seems to me, through the proposed ‘process of consulta¬ 
tion' outlined in the rest of the article, readers are invited to 
unvote. With any luck we will soon be ungovemed. 

Or is that unluck?

Administration was given the approval by Council to 
begin the design phase of the Town Office renovations

She says that the fluids are injected down into the 
wells to loosen up the ground, and the fluids then 
absorb into the ground, which then flows into the 
water sources that families drink and bath in each and 
every day. 

“We need green (fracturing) we need to upgrade our 
water, land, and ground impacts,” she said. 

Laehelt urges landowners who are dealing with oil 
and gas companies and their land agents, to read over 
the agreements very carefully. Having clauses in to 
have well water tested as least once a year isn’t a had 
idea, she says. 

Laehelt says she has heard of oil and gas companies 
threatening land owners, telling them that they will just 
go away if the person doesn’t agree to sign. 

“It’s a hollow threat because you’re living on top of 
the oil and gas. They aren’t going to go away," she said. 

Laehelt pointed out that the oil and gas business in 
Alberta is not going to slow down anytime soon. Not 
only because prices are at an all time high, but because 
Alberta needs to drill an additional 24,000 wells, per 
year to keep up with the demand of natural gas to the 
US. According to Laehelt, a lot of this natural gas will 
come from CBM wells. 

“We need to get better controls in place, we don’t 
want to lose our land one well at a time.” 

Tweeti Blancett 

A sixth generation farmer from New Mexico, told of 
the horrible impacts that she has seen occur on her 
32,000 acre ranch that she and her husband run. 

Since the first well was drilled in 1952 on her ranch, 
Tweeti Blancett says that over $1 billion worth of prof¬ 
it from the natural resources has been made from their 
land alone. 

Blancett says that not only has their underground 
water source been ruined by being contaminated, but 
the cattle which roam on their lands have become 
affected and they feel they have had some of the ani¬ 
mals die as a result of the oil and gas operations on her 
property. 

With the production of CBM salt water is extracted 
during the process of recovering the natural gas. This 
salt water, called saline, will sterilize the ground if it 
isn’t handled properly. 

Blancett said that during the drilling of the numerous 
wells on her property, a lot of which is government- 


owned land that they lease, the oil and gas companies 
have sterilized a lot of the lands which poses a problem 
for her family business because grass no longer grows. 

The saline water, according to her, is either poured 
on the land somewhere, which sterilizes everything it 
touches or else is put into evaporation ponds. 

The evaporation ponds wouldn’t be so bad if they 
were lined properly and fenced. However, the ponds 
generally aren’t fenced and her cattle have got into the 
ponds, drank the saline water, and ended up dying. 

In Alberta this saline water is generally injected back 
into the ground through injector wells so that it does¬ 
n’t sterilize anything like what happened on Blancett's 
property. 

Blancett said one of the biggest problems in New 
Mexico is the lack of enforcement by the government. 
She says the rules and laws are there, but there isn’t 
enough manpower. 

In the State of New Mexico she explained that there 
are upwards of 35,000 wells and there are just two 
inspectors. She says it’s not the inspectors’ fault, it’s 
the government’s lack of interest to enforce laws and 
hire more inspectors and force these oil companies to 
clean up their act. 

“We have plenty of regulations but if you don’t have 
the compliance or enforcement, what good is a rule?” 
she questioned. 

“(The point of me speaking here is that) we want to 
alert you of our problems so that the same thing does¬ 
n’t happen to you,” Blancett said. “You’re ahead of the 
club because we have had CBM on our property since 
1982. You can take a lot of what we have learned and 
protect yourselves.” 

Jessica Ernst 

Jessica Ernst who lives in the hamlet of Rosebud, 
near Drumheller was also one of the keynote speakers. 

Ernst owns a 50-acre parcel of land, just outside of 
Rosebud and says since an oil company has been 
drilling CBM wells around her property for the past 
two years her water quality has gone from being drink¬ 
able to being flammable. 

Since the drilling of CBM wells in her area has com¬ 
menced Ernst says that she has numerous rashes from 
the chemicals by showering and using the water to 
wash her clothes in. 

“It’s really hard to believe that you are being poi¬ 
soned by your own water,” she said. 

Ernst explained that typically fracturing of CBM 
wells was only allowed when it’s below the base of the 
groundwater protection area. She accused the compa¬ 
ny drilling in her area of shallow drilling and fracturing 


which is causing her water to become contaminated. 

She added that the fracturing is causing water levels 
to drop. The water is dropping because it used to trav¬ 
el along a certain path underground, but due to the 
fracturing of the ground, there are holes and cracks 
forming forcing the water to seep down, causing peo¬ 
ple to lose pressure in their wells. 

“I believe we are up against a huge war for water. 
Water is needed for fife,” she said. 

“The water is just one impact of CBM (well produc¬ 
tion),” she added. 

Another problem which Ernst says she has is the 
noise that they have to deal with day in and day out, 24 
hours a day, 7 days per week. 

Just a few miles from her home is a large compressor 
station for the CBM wells in the area, and she says the 
noise is unbearable which has kept her up many nights. 
She says she has also tried to have noise studies done 
by the oil companies, but those failed. 

Ernst encouraged everyone to write letters to their 
MIAs, the Ministers in the Government, the EUB, and 
anyone else that they could think of. 

“Anyone can make a difference,” she said. “Write let¬ 
ters and tell them what you want. We are their bosses, 
they are not ours. Protect your water and don’t let the 
regulators tell you what to do.” 

Ernst also says that people she knows have signed 
“silence agreements.” These are typically signed when 
an oil company or any company for that matter is 
found in the wrong, they pay an individual a certain 
amount of money and they agree to never talk about it 
to anyone. 

“What is your freedom of speech worth to you? You 
can never speak about it again ? not even if your kids 
get cancer." 

Nikiforuk ended the evening with closing remarks, 
explaining that a large portion of our natural gas is 
piped down to the United States and says that 
Albertans need to stand up for their natural resources 
and keep them here in Alberta, and work on the gov¬ 
ernment to implement stricter regulations. 

“Do we want to sacrifice our water, our peace and 
quiet, our rural life so we can provide natural gas to 
someone in Los Angeles so they can run their air con¬ 
ditioners?” Nikiforuk said. 

This meeting was hosted by the Pine Lake Surface 
Rights Action Group, which has close to 300 members, 
from all over Alberta.

CHALLENGE DAY 

Didsbury High School students open their hearts at workshop

Walls that divided the student body were taken down, 
tears were shed, enemies became friends, and emotions 
were left in the open last week at Didsbury High School 
(DHS) during Challenge Day. 

Challenge Day is a one day workshop where students, 
teachers, parents, administrators, counsellors and other 
community members meet to experience how love and 
connection are possible in schools and in everyday life. 

Innovative games, activities, group discussions, ice¬ 
breakers and trust-building exercises were designed to 
help participants learn how to “break down the walls of 
separation and create new levels of respect and commu¬ 
nication with their peers, parents and themselves." 

Challenge Day organizers propose that “separation, iso¬ 
lation and loneliness are the root cause of a wide range of 
teen issues such as teasing, bullying, stereotyping, 
racism, violence, suicide, and the use of drugs, alcohol 
and tobacco.” 

Through the promotion of self-acceptance and respect 
for others, Challenge Day ignites participants’ passions 
and inspires them to become positive forces in their 
schools and communities. 

One of the things participants learned is to make 
change in your life, you must follow three steps: notice, 
choose and act. 

Notice what you want to change, choose to make the 
effort to change it, and then follow through with the 
appropriate actions. 

One-third of the school participated in this Challenge 
Day, w hich is the second one DHS has held. 

Presently two-thirds of the student population have 
gone through the Challenge, and by next fall (next 
Challenge Day held at DHS) the whole school should 
have participated. 

“There is not many opportunities in high school to open 
up to people you barely know,” said Jamie Toker, partici¬ 
pating Grade 12 student. “I feel a connection with other 
people that I never felt before." 

Grade 12 student Mike Poffenroth agrees with Toker, 
saying he is much more open with the people around him. 

“You build a system of trust with some people,” said 
Poffenroth. “I opened up to people I never thought I 
would open up to. You put yourself out there, and make 
yourself very vulnerable." 

Some students had the opportunity to go through the 
Challenge twice - the first time the focus was them and 
the second time they were asked to come back and help 
make the experience easier for others. 

“The first time it was all about me, but the second time 
I was there for other people,” said Jeff Kerr, Grade 11 stu¬ 
dent. “It was really hard to see the pain that some people 
carry. It was an emotional roller coaster." 

Going into the day, students were speculating about 
what to expect, but that quickly changed. 

“I thought it would be something cheesy, but it was 
incredible,” said Jonathon Lefebvre, a Grade 11 student. 
“You just really get everything out there. Things have 
been a lot easier at school since Challenge Day.” 

Students say the school feels like a much better place to 
be, but they know it will change even more once the 
entire school has had the experience. 

“It has not changed the whole school yet, because there 
are so many who have not been through it,” said Carlie 
Patten, a Grade 10 stuent. “I know I am not alone though, 
there is this huge support system out there. It is OK to 
talk about things and show your emotions to others." 

Danni Connell, who is in Grade 11, says she is more 
willing to open up to others. 

“I know they are going through the same stuff I am,” 
said Connell. “I feel much more comfortable talking 
about things, and opening up.” 

Poffenroth said that now school feels more like a fami¬ 
ly 

Lefebvre agreed, saying you don’t have to go home and 


cry about things, but you can let it out at school and then 
be fine. 

Connell said she didn’t know the school needed 
Challenge Day because she thought it was a good school, 
but now she knows there were problems. 

“It is comforting knowing there are hundreds going 
through the same stuff," said Lefebvre. 

Toker says he does not judge people the way he used to 
before Challenge Day. 

“Everyone is more friendly,” said Toker. “Before I would 
see people I didn’t really know and I would think things 
about them. Now I don’t judge people as much, instead I 
try to get to know who they really are." 

Even just walking down the halls is a different experi¬ 
ence for these students. 

“I walk down the halls and have 25 or 30 people smiling 
at me and I stop and talk like 10 times,” said Lefebvre. “It 
was never like that before.” 

Toker says he was used to getting no smiles from oth¬ 
ers. 

Not only has this experience changed their lives at 
school but the students say their lives at home have been 
greatly affected also. 

“If 1 can open up at school, I can do so 100 times more 
at home,” said Lefebvre. 

Toker says Challenge Day has really helped his rela¬ 
tionship with his dad. 

“I would never listen to him before. Now I realize he is 
just trying to look out for me," said Toker. “It made me 
think of things from hLs point of view, and now we talk a 
lot more." 

No one had a negative thing to say about Challenge Day. 
Everyone* said they saw very significant changes in them¬ 
selves - changes they will keep with them throughout 


their lives. 

“Everything is more comfortable here and better," said 
Toker. “I sing. And when 1 would sing in the halls I used 
to think people would judge me. Now I don’t care. I am a 
lot more confident. When I figure out what I want to do, 
it will be easier to get to.” 

Patten says it is something everyone needs to go 
through. 

“When you feel better about yourself you treat people 
better,” said Patten. “Our school is like one big happy 
family.” 

Poffenroth says the experience was life impacting, and 
even as the experience goes further into the past, there 
are ways of making the changes last. 

“It will always be a positive memory," said Poffenroth. 
“I notice change in other people because of that day and 
that is very encouraging. You just have to keep it with 
you.” 

Lefebvre says it was so much more than just a positive 
day. 

“For some people it was the only positive day in their 
life,” said Lefebvre. 

“We now have a family at school, and people to connect 
with. This has opened so many doors.” 

Connell feels she does not have to cover up who she is 
anymore. 

“Before 1 felt like I could not be what I really was," said 
Connell. “The leaders made me see what I am is so pre¬ 
cious, and now I see that in others.” 

Kerr said the leaders (Justin and Jolana) were amazing, 
hearing what they have been through in their lives, and 
now they are helping others. 

“This really changes your character,” said Kerr. “This 
experience will go with us our whole lives."

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Health experts predicting pandemic influenza will strike sometime over the next decade 

School division preparing for worst-case scenario 


CESI) lias been working 
closely with both David 
Thompson Health Region 
(I)THR) and the Calgary 
Health Region (CHR) to try 
to come up with some type 
of emergency pUui should a 
pandemic influenza ever 
strike. 

The word, ‘pandemic,’ is 
used to describe diseases 
dial cause worldwide out¬ 
breaks of illness involving a 


large proportion of the |m>j>- 
ulation. Pandemic influenza 
refers to the emergence of a 
new strain of influenza A 
virus that causes a large 
niunlier of cases of illness 
and death in people around 
the globe. 

Medical experts predict 
that an influenza pandemic 
could occur at any time. 
Historic evidence suggests 
that pandemics occur thn*e 


to four times a century. In 
the last century, there were 
three influenza pandemics: 

The Spanish Flu, in 1918- 
19; the Asian Flu, in 1957-58; 
and the Hong Kong Flu in 
196869. 

In each of these pan¬ 
demics, the greatest 
increase in death rates 
oeeurred among people less 
than 60 years of age. 

Pieter Langstraat, 


Assistant Superintendent 
with CESD, says that having 
such a huge school division, 
which includes many small 
rural schools there were a 
lot of questions that the 
Board and administration 
were asking should we ever 
experience an outbreak in 
the years to come. 

“Rather than trying to 
react, we art* trying to be 
proactive,” he said. “What 


art* going to be the big issues 
and how can we best 
address them?” 

Should a pandemic 
influenza ever strike, 
according to health profes¬ 
sionals there is not going to 
Ik* an inunediate supply of a 
vaccine - meaning that in a 
pandemic the vims will trav¬ 
el quickly, and will In* wide¬ 
spread. 

Most people become ill 
with mild forms of influenza 
at some point in their lives. 
Because of this, they devel¬ 
op some inununity to the 
disease. New strains of 
influenza virus emerge regu¬ 
larly. Most of these are slight 
variations of a previous 
strain, and a person’s exist¬ 
ing immunity provides some 
protection against severe ill¬ 
ness. New flu vaccine is 
developed every year to pro¬ 
vide more complete protec¬ 
tion against these new 
strains. For this reason, flu 
vaccine Is given annually, 
beginning in early fall. 

In a pandemic, there is a 
significant cliange in the flu 
virus, so existing immunity 
provides little protection. 
Existing vaccines will also 
be of limited value, and a 
new vaccine may take 
longer than usual to devel¬ 
op. As a result, a pandemic 
influenza will spread quick¬ 
ly, cause widespread out¬ 
breaks of disease, and will 
likely lead to significant 
numbers of hospitalizations 
and deaths. 

Typically, outbreaks will 
occur in waves, with a sec¬ 
ond outbreak three to nine 
months following the first. 

According to Alberta 
Health in a pandemic year, 
compared to a typical year, 
the Government of Alberta 
expects: F'our to seven 
times as many visits to 
physicians and emergency 
rooms due to influenza; four 
to seven times as many hos¬ 
pitalizations due to influen¬ 
za; and eight to 20 times as 
many deaths due to influen¬ 
za 

It Is projected that up to 
2.5 million Albertans could 
be infected, with up to 1.3 
million becoming ill. 

The effects of a pandemic 
would be different than a 
natural disaster, because a 
large number of people in 
workplaces will lx* sick wit h 
the flu. 

If the schools are closed 
parents will be forced to 
stay home and look after 
their children, putting a 
strain on the workforce.

Women fulfilling their emotional needs

Question: 


You have suggested that women should seek to meet their emo¬ 
tional needs outside of marriage. What do you mean? 


Dr. Dobson: 


This principle is particularly important with regard to an emo¬ 
tionally vulnerable woman who is married to a stoic, unromantic man. If she looks to 
him as the provider of all adult conversation and the satisfier of every emotional need, 
their marriage can quickly run aground. He has no due about how to deal with her 
"soul hunger" or how to make her happy. When she begins to realize that he will never 
be what she wants of him, discontent begins to brew in the relationship. 

What can be done then? A woman with a normal range of emotional needs cannot sim¬ 
ply ignore them. Some tiling deep within her cries out for fulfillment. One answer is for 
women in this situation to supplement what their husbands can give by cultivating 
meaningful female relationships. Having friends with whom they can talk heart-to- 
heart, laugh, cry, and raise their children can be vital to their mental health. 

That is precisely how women dealt with social needs in centuries past. Men worked 60 
or 70 hours per week and had little time or energy for what might be called romantic 
activities. But a well-integrated society of women filled the void They worked togeth¬ 
er, had babies together, cooked and canned together, and went to church together. And 
somehow, it was enough. 

Why does feminine society not exist in the same way today? Because many women are 
employed (the neighborhoods are empty) sind because the world has become so 
mobile. The extended family has disintegrated and the culture has moved on. Thus, 
female companionship Ls often difficult to find, and many younger women, esjiecially 
those with two or more preschoolers, abandon the search for friendsliip. It is simply 
too much trouble. 

To the young wives who are reading these words, I urge you to invest some time in your 
female friends - even though you are all busy. Resist the temptation to pull into the 
walls of your home and wish for someone to bilk to. Stay involved as a family in a 
church or a duh dial meets your s<x:ial needs. Remember dial you are surrounded by 
many other women with similar feelings. Find them. Care for them. Give to them. And 
in the process, your own self-esteem will rise. Then when you are content, 

your marriage will also flourish. It sounds simplistic, but that's the way we are made. 
We are desigmsl as six ial creatures who don't do well in isolation. Don't let dull hap¬ 
pen to you.
